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Dear Mr. Smathers: 

This is in response to your August 3, 2011, request under the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA), received by the Agricultural Marketing Service (AMS) by e-mail on February 3, 2012. 
You are requesting employee personnel records of Mr. Artie B. Spencer, and/or records 
pertaining to Audrey Vernice Spencer in connection with a conflict of interest investigation 
involving Tyson's Foods. Your request also seeks records concerning bribes, potential bribes, 
investigations of possible bribes, or related conduct pertaining to Tyson Foods and/or 
Don Tyson. In a February 3, 2012, e-mail to Mr. Joseph Tangredi, of the USDA FOIA 
Requestor Service Center, you clarified your request to cover the time period of 1965 - 1975. 

You requested an explanation of the acronym NACC. Beginning in the mid-1960s, the term 
Non- Allocated Cooperatively Controlled poultry graders was used to delineate a specific 
classification of federal employees without General Schedule competitive status. In 1974, all 
NACC employees were converted to competitive status, given a pay raise, a new job description 
and new job qualification standards. 

Since the inception of the poultry and shell egg grading program, grading and certification 
services have been paid for by those who request and use them (i.e., non-allocated), and where 
possible are a coordinated effort of the federal and state governments. The title also highlighted 
that the functions of the program were carried out cooperatively with the participation of State 
Agencies, colleges, and national trade associations through the means of Cooperative 
Agreements. 

When an individual no longer works for the Federal government, the personnel file is retained by 
the hiring agency for two years, and is then transferred to the National Archives and Records 
Administration (NARA), and becomes the property of NAR A. Thus, the records you seek are 
not held by AMS. 

The General Records Schedule 1, Civilian Personnel Records, dated April 2010, specifies the 
disposition of personnel records and other records relating to civilian personnel and is available 
on the Internet at http://ww w.archives. gov/records-mgmt/ grs/ grsO 1 .html . You may request the 
records from NARA by writing to the FOIA Service Center, 111 Winnebago Street, St. Louis,
